Savannah, December 10. 

Mr. Goulding's resolution relative to the reopenj^g 
of the slave trade was discu-sed. 

Mr. Spratt, the editor of the Charleston Standard, 
avowed himself in favor of the renewal of that traf- 
fic The convention, he said, should not acknowl- 
edge the right of Congress to impo.-e restrictions up- 
on the slave trade. It should meet the question at 
ouce. 

Mr. Hunter, of Va., thought the South should 
jKinder long before the despised opinion of the Chris- 
tian world. The recent message of the Governor of 
South Carolina had astonished the whole South, and 
he could not endorse that message. The subject was 
one involving tremendous consequences, and time for 
1 ejection WM necessary. 

Mr. Goulding of Oeorgia defended the policy of 
the revival of the slave trade. Slavery, he said. 
WM derived from God, and he was ready to defend 
it in all its bearings. 

The question was discussed by other gentlemen, 
including Mr. McLeod, of Texas, who pledged his 
State to the extremes! pro-- lav t ry measures. 

The motion to take up Mr. Swan's resolution was 
lost. South Carolina, Texas, and a jiart of Teunes- 
-. . ..uly voting affirmatively. Resolutions were then 
r -ported relative to the Pacific Railroad. Itdohg 
tir-t, that the Federal Government luis the pow r to 
< on-truct the road, and second, that the road should 
be Wieated along the Hi parallel of latitude, and 
should be constructed only by private enterprise, 
aided by grants of lands by Government, by con- 
tracts for carrying the mail, military stores, ALc.. and 
al-o bv aid from the several States. 

The first proin sitinu was adopted. The HMWd 
gave ri-e to a long discussion.

WALKER VICTORIOUS. 

New Oblbasb, Dec. 10. 

By the arrival of the steamer Texas we have Cal- 
ifornia dates to the 20th of Novemlier, aud San .In. in 
to the .'ith inst. The Tennessee take* forward {■_'7i'.- 
000 in treasure. 

The vote of California is ns follows: Buchanan 
50,000, Fillmore 35.000, Fremont 10,000. The Dem- 
ocrats have a majority in both branches of the State 
LeL.-i-l;«:iire. 

The markets are dull. No other new -. 

The new s from Nicaragua is important. General 
Walker has met wiih success in a series of battles 
again-t the combined forces of the Central Ameri- 
cans. 

On the 10th of November Gen. Hornsby, with ■ 
company of 200, defeated 1,100 of the enemy under 
the Costa Ritan General Canas. The enemy lost 
200. Gen. Hornsby's loss was two killed and eleven 
wounded. Four days fighting at Massaya ended in 
the entire defeat of the enemy. Walker returned to 
Granada, giving three days notice of his intention to 
allow time to remove valuables. He then fired Gra- 
nada — not leaving a vestige of the place. He then 
n mov-d all his etfeets and men and the inhabitants 
to Rivas, which hereafter is to be the capital of Nica- 
ragua. 

A naval battle took place between the Nicaragnan 
w ar schooner Granada, Capt. Faysoux, and a Co»ta 
Rican brig-of-war three times its size. The Costa 
Rican vessel was blown up, and all on board were 
destroyed. It is supposed that the enemy's loss in 
the >arious battles since October is 3,000.

It is understood that another Pacific railroad bill is 
about to be introduced iu the House. It i- on a 
magnificent scale, and is entitled "A bill to provide 
for the construction of a railroad and telegraphic 
communication from the Mis-ls-ippi river and Lake 
Superior to the Pacific ocean. - ' Three main roads 
are projected, viz: Oue from a iioint on the Mi«si- 
sippi river south of 3o to San Erranci-co. with a de- 
bauch to San Diego. Another from some point ou 
the Missouri river north of lat. 40 and south of lat. 
43 to San Francisco, with a branch to Marysville. 
Sacramento, Stockton, and San Jose. The third 
from some point ou Lake Superior to Pugets Sound, 
with a branch to the mouth of th- Williamette river. 
To each of these routes the bill propose to grant 30 
M tioiisof land for each mile of railroad, the land 
to be -elected by parties named in the bill from th.- 
MMMt unappropriated vacant lands of the l uited 
State-, which -hall be withdrawn ftm -ale or entry 
or pre-emption, and, if required, shall M WTVayad 
under the direction of the Secretary of the Interior; 
provided the parties named iu the bill sh::ll not be 
compelled to take any waste lauds and shall pay to 
the t'nited States 25 cents per a.*re; provided also, 
that no title shall re-t in them any faster than the 
roads are extended to completion. Further, they 
shall deposit with tlie Secretary of the Interior, 
within months after the passage of this act. 
$200,000 in good Halted States or State Securities 
as a guarantee that one hundred miles of each must 
be MMfbted within eii;hteeu months from the time 
of the establishment of the routes. When said hun- 
dred miles are ready for the track the Secretary of 
the Interior shall allow the parties named the use 
of said $200,00»i to pureha-e iron therefor, and in 
lieu thereof take a first mortgage liond on the nwui 
for that amount to be held until the entire line is 
completed. 

Under the bill the. United States are to pay $300 
per mile fv,r the tratisjwrtation of the mails until the 
completion of the road, and for teu MMl thereafter. 
Also, for the transportation of troops and munitions 
of war such reasonable sum as the President and 
Secretary of War may determine. If the parties 
fail to build the lines within ten years from the date 
of their location, all right to the Tind not at tliat time 
paid for shall be forfeited to the United States. The 
right of way to the width of four hundred feet 
through the pnblic lands is proposed to be granted 
Further, six section- of land per mile is projiosetl to 
be granted to the following roads, under the restric 
tion that any amount heretofore granted to the State: 
where they are located for their use and licneiit. shall 
be deducted therefrom, viz: The Southw estern branch 
of the radio liailroad, the Iron Mountain Riilroad, 
the Cairo and Fulton Itailroad, the Memphis and 
Little Rock Riilroad, tii- Mississippi, Red River and 
Washita liailroad, the New Orleans, Opelou<-as aud 
Great Western Railroad, connecting with the first 
named routes of the Paeitie Railroad; the BMMMJ 
and St. Joseph's Railroad, the Burlington, Keosau 
qua and Missouri Railroad, the Philadelphia, Fort 
W.-.yne and Platte Valley Railroad, the WMManpi 
and Missouri Railroad, the Iowa Central Air-Line 
Railroad, the Dubuque and Pacific Railroad, the 
North Iow a, Minnesota and Nebraska Railroad con- 
necting with the second named route of the Transit 
Railroad, and the North Iowa, Nebraska and Minne- 
sota Railroad connecting with the third namod route. 
Each of these proposed grant* is under the proviso 
that fifty miles of road mu t be completed within 
three years after the passage of tbi3 act, and the 
balance within five years thereafter. The United 
States mails shall lie" carried at the usual pri es fur 
such services. Further provisions make it the duty 
of the companies named to construct their roads, &c, 
in a good substantial manner, with a uniform guage. 
All the property of said companies in the Territories 
is to be exempt from taxation as long as they are 
territories. None of them shall construct their roads 
through the lands of anv Indian tribes without the 
consent of said tribes. They MMt -ell and convey 
half of the lands granted within live years, and the 
balance within ten vears from the Mnuag of the pat- 
ent from the United States, and all land not sold at 
the expiration of ten vears shall be forfeited to the 
United BtetM,

Tub (jot ut or CLAIM.- -One of th* curliest ind 
■lost pressing subjects for the action of Congress at 
it* present session is the cour: of claims. This tri- 
bunal mm created two years ago to meet the urgent 
demands of justice both on tin; part of the Govern- 
ment and of the claimants against it. Ixnig expe- 
rience had shown that Congress was too prc-ocei!- 
pied an<i unwieldy a body to dispose of private 
claims with fairness and dispatch, and the judg- 
ments, of all varieties of public men concurred in 
the pn>r,-i<:f and necessity of MtabWUag •» court 
exclusively for this object. The present court of 
claims was accordingly aaJaJjOafcea. It. however, 
has fuller. sadly short of its pur|x>st-. maiiilv or 
wholly through a glaring defect in its constitution, 
by which its decisions were not made una] but sub- 
jected to review and confirmation or reversal by 
Congress, thus engrafting uiwn the court the ideuti- 
*al evils for whose correction it was established. 
We called Attention to this defect pending the last 
aesaion cf Congress, and predicted then, that, utile*., 
speedily remedied, it would not only de-troy the 
usefulness of the court, btit render it an intolerable 
aggravation of the grievances it was designed to re- 
move. Subsequent e.xperienc-j has tended strongly 
to confinr. this opinion. The court has discharged 
jts duties faithfully and ably, but it.x decisions re- 
main M empty and impotent shadows, and will 
rumain so until the action of Congress gives them 
«nbstance and vitality. That action has not lieen 
taken, and heaven only knows when it will be, 
many insisting that Congress has no right to review 
the determinations of th<- court at all, and others 
insisting with equal zeal that it has the right and 
should exercise it freely. In the meantime, as we 
have intimated, not a dollar has bajaai appropriated to 
give etl'ect to the decisions of the court, and the 
cr.-dit.ors of the Government, with a decision in their 
favor by its own chosen tribunals staring them in the 
tm% are still compelled to submit to an indefinite 
postpwr c-meat of their rights. This is neither just 
nor wise. It is hardly decent. We hope that Congress 
•rill turn its attention promptly to this important 
■ubjeci, and, either by amending the law establish- 
ing the court or by .some other effective mode, recti- 
fy thi-* va-.t and daily accumulating mass of wrong, 
its recurrence impossible. The evil is im- 
d acknowledged, and the remedy is not
